LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  December  2  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  became  even  more  irregular  during  the  past  week. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  trading  was  small  and  scattered,  the  discrep- 
ancy bet?/een  price  quotations  became  almost  incredible.     On  some  lengths 
quotations  varied  by  25  points  or  more,  and  there  seemed  to  be  developing 
a  sharp  difference  between  quotations  for  old  crop  cotton  and  those  named 
for  new  crop. 

"This  has  been  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  recent  tests  made  at  great 
length  and  in  great  detail  by  some  of  the  tire  yarn  companies,  have 
indicated  that  the  spinning  value  of  the  1934  crop  of  cotton  is  much 
better  than  any  cotton  crop  grown  in  recent  years,  and  substantially  better 

than  either  of  the  two  previous  crops.

"Some  trading  was  reported  in  a  few  quarters  of  the  market  in  the 
longer  cotton  and  sales  of  middling  inch  and  three-sixteenths  were  quoted 
at  375  on  March,  with  rumors  of  instances  where  a  few  bales  had  been 

obtained  slightly  under  that  level.  ***

"Little  attention  was  paid  to  either  Egyptian  cotton  offerings  or  to 
Pima  cotton  this  week,  brokers  reported,  and  prices  for  both  are  nominal 

and  unchanged  from  the  two  previous  weeks.

Spot.  -  The  total  turnover  registered  during  the  past  week  was 
16,400  bales,  of  which  we  estimate  8,200  bales  Ashmouni ,  1,600  bales 
Zagora,  2,800  bales  Sakel,  2,500  bales  Giza  7,  and  1,500  bales  other 
varieties . 

Ashmouni.  -  Rather  more  interest  was  shown  in  this  variety  during 
the  period  under  review,  the  medium  grades  being  still  most  in  favour. 
Premiums  remained  steady. 

Zagora.  --Was -rather  less  in  demand  with  a  consequent  drop  in  spot 
differences,  with  the  exception  of  high  grade  cotton,  which  being  very 
scarce,  commanded  rather  better  premiums. 
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THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

Dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of  November  9,  continued 

Sakellaridis.  -  Last  week's  increased  demand  was  well  main- 
tained, all  grades  from  F.G.l.  upwards  being  freely  dealt  in. 
Premiums  showed  a  decidedly  firmer  tendency. 

Giza  7.  -  Was  distinctly  more  popular,  especially  for  I.G.I, 
and  above,  and  spot  differences  were  dearer  all  round. 

Other  Varieties.  -  The  bulk  of  the  turnover  registered  con- 
sisted of  Maarad,    A  small  business  was  also  done  in  Giza  3  and 
Eouadi .

LONG  STAPLE.  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times,  of  December  9  states  as  follows-: 

"Sluggish  inquiry  and  very  limited  trading  characterized  the  past  week 
in  extra  staple  cotton  markets,  and  the  fact  that  virtually  every  one  of 
the  New  England  staple  cotton  centers  was  quiet  this  week  caused  a  slightly 
weaker  price  tone  throughout  the  market.     In  fact,  advices  from  southern 
shipping  points  indicate  that  even  the  Piedmont  markets  are  dull  just  now 
so  far. as  staple  cotton  is  concerned,  so  that  the  offerings  of  cotton 
from  inch  and  one-sixteenth  up  are  getting  very  little  response,  even  though 
they  are  measurably  cheaper  in  basis  than  a  week  or  two  ago.

-  Maarad  continued  to  be  the  most  favoured 
and  with  only  small  quantities  offering,  premiums  for  F.G.F.  and 
above  were  considerably  higher. 


Societe  Cotonnierc  drEgypte,  of  Alexandria,  November  23rd: 
***  The  disappointment  in  the  Sakel  crop  continues  as  further  - 
arrivals  come  down,  and  of  the  districts  so  far  judged  we  consider 
the  crops  grown  around  Mansourah  and  the  Dakhalia  Province  as  being 
the  best  in  staple  characteristics. 

The  anti  mixing  lav/  has  been  most  severely  administered  in  all 
quarters ,  and  the  poor  staple  of  Sakels  cannot  now  be  attributed 
to  the  mixing  of  varieties  up-country,  although  undoubtedly  the 
sowing  seed  has  suffered  in  the  past  and  is  now  showing  the  results. 
Next  year  we  may  see  a  decided  change  for  the  betterment  of  Sakels, 
there  is  room  for  it,  and  something  serious  must  be  done  in  the 
selection  of  a  seed  to  maintain  this  trade  which  for  the  last  few 
years  has  been  diminishing.
